New York, Jan. 17—Judge Hough 
vf ihe United States circuit court has 
handed down an opinion directing Ot­ 
to Kahn, a m em ber of th e banking 
finn of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., to answ er 
all questions propounded to him by 
the in te rsta te com m erce commission. 
E. ll. H arrim an was directed to an­ 
sw e r all questions except those relat­ 
ing to the purchase of Union and 
i Southern Pacific stock in connection 
with the dividend of August, 1906. 
W hile the exceptions w ere regard­ 
ed as important questions by the gov­ 
ernm ent lawyers who w ere investigat­ 
ing th e Chicago and Alton railroad 
reorganization, they constituted only 
a sm all proportion of those that H arri­ 
man refused to answer. 
Tile clash between the w itness and 
th e commission occurred on Feb. 25 
of last year. 
For several days the 
investigators had been endeavoring to 
get at the bottom of Mr. H arrim an ’s 
railw ay manipulations connected with 
the Chicago and Alton. 
T he question 
that marked the beginning of the con­ 
troversy was this: 
“ Did you own any of the Chicago 
and Alton preferred «tock sold by the 
syndicate to the Union Pacific?” 
Im m ediately the railroad president’s 
law yer, John G. Milburn, contended 
that the Inquiry was not w ithin the 
scope of the federal investigation. 
Frank IL Kellogg, the govern m en t’s 
attorney, took the contrary view. The 
outcome, after prolonged argum ents, 
was i fiat Harrim an declined to answ er 
a n um ber of questions as to stock 
transactions on the ground of personal 
privilege. 


Appealed to Federal Courts. 
Air. Kellogg and his associates ap­ 
pealed to the federal courts to compel 
the witness to answer.

T here w as a strong sentim ent against 
women, which was voiced by the cabi­ 
net officers in turn. 
“T here is no reason for giving wo­ 
man a vote.” said the secretary of the 
interior. 
“She never would get to lie 
tweuty-one, so she couldn’t vote any­ 
w ay.” 
“W e couldn’t have women in the 
arm y,” said tile secretary of w ar, “for 
they would never get to the age when 
we could retire them.” 
“It would never do to have women 
have anything to do with the navy,” 
said the secretary of the navy, “for 
the souvenir departm ent would bank­ 
rupt the governm ent.” 
A fter the last of the cabinet officers 
had I icon beard the sergeant a t arms 
announced Mrs. de Rivera, w ho said, 
“My comm ittee has som ething to say.” 
The com m ittee—four women properly 
placarded—exclaimed In chorus: 
“ We do not wish to think; we are 
the womanly women,”- which w as re­ 
ceived w ith hilarity. 
“ Mrs. President,” began Mrs. de Ri­ 
vera. “ I should like to ask if there are 
secret service men here. I understand 
that the suffragists have taken to mili­ 
tant movements, and I do not think 
my life is safe. 
“Do not let women vote. W h a t will 
happen 
if we interfere 
with 
noble 
man, who can make 500 law s a t one 
sitting? Do we want unskilled labor 
m aking our 
laws? 
Men 
m ake our 
laws, and women have only to obey 
them. 
“W e read th a t the g reater p a rt of 
the crim inal class are men. Is it possi­ 
ble th a t the vote has som ething to do 
with this and that by giving it to in­ 
nocent women we shall m ake them, 
too, crim inals? 
“ Men have decided w hen and where 
we shall w ear hats, w hether or not we 
shall smoke. Why interfere w ith them? 
It m akes the brain reel to think of the 
possibilities lf women—and love—were 
to en ter politics. 
“W omen can’t serve the political m a­ 
chine and babies too. Give w om en the 
vote, .aud, the first thing you know,

So said Professor A. A. Cleveland o f 
the State college at Pullman, Wash., at 
a recent m eeting of the state teachers. 
at which President H arry Pratt Judson 
of tile University of Chicago w as the 
leading speaker, says a Seattle (Wash.) 
special dispatch to the Chicago In te r 
Ocean. 
Professor Cleveland created a 
sensation by Ills emphatic and sw eep­ 
ing denunciations of the parents who 
allow their children to Indulge in n erv e 
destroying sports, am usem ents and oth­ 
er affairs, including revivals and re­ 
ligious meetings. 
Professor Cleveland did not m ince 
words. 
H e declared th a t to the child 
of gram m ar and high school age th e 
utmost care m ust lie taken to prevent 
overstrenuousness and nervous dissipa­ 
tion. 
His subject was, “ Dissipation o f 
Our School Children.” 
Any game, exercise or intellectual 
am usem ent calling for the expenditure 
of an unusual am ount of nerve force 
Is detrim ental to the child's system, he 
said.

the United States these inspection cars 
are m ade so as to m ake a speed of 
forty miles an hour, and enough gas­ 
oline is taken along to run the auto 
150 miles.
